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Scott's power had been widened, as he 
announced after the first conference 
that, as the withdrawal of the troops 
was essentially a State Department at- 
fair, he could not discugs it. It is pre- 
sumed that the State Department con- 
ferred the necessary powers on him. 
Advices received in Juarez today indi- 
cated that First Chief Carranza had 
given his consent to the terms agreed 
upon by his Minister of War. 
Gen. Obregon told his associates that 
he saw no reason why the settlement 
should not be quickly effected and he 
believed that the tension between the 
Americans and Mexicans would quickly 
disappear when the news was spread 
that an understanding had been reached 
that had for its object the retirement 
of the American soldiers from Mexican 
soll. 
Time Limit Thought te Be 2 Months. 
Everyone conceding that the troops 


‘were to be withdrawn, the greatest in- 


terest centered in what the time limit 
will be. The usual guess was two 
months. It is known that Obregon con- 
sidered three weeks a fair time for the 
column to get out of Mexico, if the or- 
der were to be given at once. Doubling 
this time he considered a fair thing, 
*-:t the argument of the Americans that 
it should be still further extended is be- 
lieved to have prevailed. 
Obregon agreed to police-the territory 
to be evacuated by the Americans, say- 
ing that he could put an army of at 
least 25,000 at the task of hunting down 
Villa and of breaking up the bandit 
bands. 
The fall of Cuernavaca, which was a 
sort of Zapatista Verdun, has released 
Pablo Gonzales’ army, he said, and it 
would be moved north. 
Obregon’s arguments and statements 
of fact worked both ways. Whenever he 
pointed out the quality and positions of 
his soldiers, he not only emphasized his 
a*ility to take up the chase of Villa, but 
the Americans had no difficulty in see- 
ing that these same troops could be 
turned against the Americans if the con- 
ference failed to preserve peace. 

Offer to Reopen the Mines. 
A. J. McQuatters’® part in the proceed- 
ings, besides his able arguing, was to 
testify that the American owners of 
mines in Mexico were ready to resume 
operations at once if peace between the 
United States and Mexico was assured, 
and safety from bands guaranteed. The 
imménse financial assistance this would 
be to the wobbly Carranza administra- 
tion was apparent and the great eco- 
nomic boon was made plain. 
McQuatter’s dompany, the Alvarado, js 
said to employ 12,000 men in its workings 
near Parral. As the innabitants of this 
section are nearly all mine workers, and 
as the mines are closed, their case has 
been desperate of late. To reopen the 
mines would bring great prosperity to 
that section. The same condition obtains 
in many other places in Northern Mex- 
ico, and resumption of mining activities 
under amicable and peaceful conditions 
would change the whole aspect of the 
Northern Mexican states, 
The prospective agreement between the 
conferees and the settlement of the 
question in the manner now indicated 
is not popular in army circles and 
among the people of El Paso, the chief 
border city ana a stronghold of Villa 
sentiment. 

Conferees Refuse Information, 
Gen. Scott spent the day {fn his pri- 
vate car, refusing to see callers. Gen. 
Funston was engaged with business of 
the Department of the South, apart 
from the conference, and Gen. Obregon 
was engaged in his various duties on 
the south side of the Rio Grande. 

The Mexican Generalscould be seen, 
but he had nothing to say, and he 
turned visitors away as rapidly as 
politeness would permit. An air of 
exuberanc? perveaded his car and every- 
one aboard presented the appearance of 
a person celebrating a diplomatic vic- 
tory. 

Gen. Gabriel Gavira, who commands 
much of the district through which the 
expedition has passed, telegraphed to 
his officers that Mexico and the Mex- 
ican people would be well pleased by the 
result cf the conference and that the 
protocol, when made public, would give 
additional cause for satisfaction to all 
true Mexicans. 

The cbject of his telegrams was to 
assurs the officers that an advantage 
had been gained and thereby to slacken 
the tension which has existed bétween 
Americans and Mexicans along the line 
of th. expedition.

FAY DEFENSE NEARS CLOSE 


Munition Ship Conspiracy Case May 
Go te Jury Tomorrew. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—Although sub- 
jected to a rigorous cross-examina- 
tion. today, Lieut. Robert Fay could 
not be shaken from the essential de- 
tails of the narrative he related yes- 
terday. Fay, together with Walter 
Scholz and Paul Daeche, is being tried 
in the Federal District Court here on 
the charge of conspiring to blow up 
munition ships. 

Fay denied that German authorities 
had taken any part in the allegd plot 
to sink munition ships by the aid of 
a rudder bomb which he _ invented. 
The defense announced that it would 
close probably tonight. In that event 
the case will go to the jury tomorrow.

ZEPPELIN RAIDER 
WRECKED ON THE 
GUAST OF NORWAY 


L-20, Returning From England, 
Blown Against Mountain— 
Crew of 16 Interned. 


LONDON, May 4.—The Zeppelin L-20, 
which was wrecked in falling at Tafso 
Firth, Norway, belonged to a squadron 
of five airships which attacked the east 
coasts of England and Scotland Tues- 
day night, according t> a member of 
her crew, says a Copenhagen dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph Co. Of the 
16 men on board the Zeppelin, which was 
commanded by Capt. Stabberg, all were 
rescued and interned by the Norwegian 
authorities. One of the crew said the 
Zeppelins were forced by gunfire and ad- 
verse weather to cut short their attacks, 
and that owing to a lack of berizine the 
L-20 was unable to keep in company 
with the other raiders. She was driven 
eastward by a strong wind and hurled 
against a mountain side. 

Previously several of the men had 
jumped into the sea and had been picked 
up by boats. When the craft hit the 
mountain its after body broke in two 
and part of it fell to the ground. Others 
of the crew jumped or were hurled out.

APPEAL PRESENTED 
TO TAREE NEUTRALS 


Representatives Graciously Re- 
ceived at Stockholm, Copen- 
hagen and Christiania. 


j Correspondence of the Associated Press. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, April 20.—The 
Ford peace party, reduced now to a 
working basis, with delegates present 
from the six neutral] countries of Nor- 


way, Sweden, Denmark, Holland Swit-.: 


zerland and the United States, has re- 
cently been very active here and has en- 
joyed the official recognition of having 
been received by the foreign ministers 
of the three Scandinavian countries. To 
each of these were presented appeals 
addressed in diplomatic French to the 
Kings and the Parliaments, asking that 
the neutral governments organize an 
official neutral conference to offer its 
services in bringing about peace. The 
Ford party is now known as an “unoffi- 
cial peace conference of neutral na- 
tions.”’ 

The peace representatives were gra- 
clously received here, at Copenhagen 
and at Christiania. No definite hope 
for consideration was held out to them, 
however, for the ministers declared 
their countries could only act when re-, 
quested to do so by the belligerents. 

The same appeal, addressed to the 
President and to the “Parliament” of 
the United States, also was offered to 
the American Minister here, Ira Nelson 
Morris. Morris held, however, that it 
did not come within his diplomatic 
province to accept appeals directed to 
the President and to Congress, so he 
advised his visitors to present the mat- 
ter direct to Washington. 

The Ford appeal, which is to be pre- 
sented also at Berne and The Hague, 
says in part: 

‘Has not the moment come to act? 
If, by an opportune step, an interven- 
tion of neutrals, the war could be 
shortened by a day, by a single day 
which destroys thousands of lives, 
ought not the step to be taken, no mat- 
ter how difficult, how hopeless it .p- 
pears? 

“History will severely judge the neu- 
tral countries if they remain here spec- 
tators of the terrible conflagration. 
They, too, suffer by tne war, and the 
belligerents themselves have submitted 
their cause to the judgment of the neu- 
tral nations. They have spread over 
every country their White Books and 
Blue Books, and Books red and yellow. 
They h:.ve made their appeal to the 
conscience of the world. * * * 

‘The neutral conference is acting in 
the spirit to. The Hague convention of 
1997, Article 2 of the agreement then 

“The Powers hold that it ig desir- 
reachea distinctly provides: 
able that one or more neutral Pow -s 

should, upon their initiative, when they 
judge the circumstances propitious 
offer their services as mediators io the 
belligerent states. * * * The exercise 
of this right will never be considered 
by one or the other of the belligerents 
an unfriendly act.’ 

“In view of the right and thc duty 
to which this agreement points, the un- 
official conference now sitting 
Stockhol : respectfully appeals to the 
Governments and parliaments o. 
neutral countries to employ every 
means to call into existence a confrr- 
ence for official mediation between the 
belligerent states.’’ 

The peace representatives also have 
had an interview with the British Min- 
ister here and have requested that they 
be given the right to travel freely in 
the belligerent countries, and that they 
be permitted to bring to Stockholm 
from these countries persons in a posi 
tion to advise with the unfficial confer- 
ence as to various steps to be taken in 
the future. The Minister said the mat- 
ter would be considered.

Now, music for one hand may be a 
heroic feat in a Count Geza® Zichy, 
who made himself into a concert pian- 
ist after losing his right arm; but in, 
a performer with two competent 
hands, it can be nothing but ostenta- 
tion, a gratuitous parade of one’s 
technique. It cannot be said that the 
rearrangement of the composition 
added to its artistic value, but rather 
the contrary; it was turned into a 
show-piece of the most flagrant kind, 
into an exploit of physical dexterity 
worthy of the circus.

O’Neill Ryan presided as temporary 
chairman, The speakers, bgsides him- 
self, were the Rev. Father Francis Gil- 
fillan, pastor of the Cathedral Parish; 
the Rev. Father Timothy Dempsey, pas- 
tor of St. Patrick’s Church; Charles J. 
Dolan, Dr. J. J. Kane and Meyers. 

Ryan spoke strongly in favor of thie 
revolutionists, commenting feelingly on 
the execution of the leaders, commend- 
ing their patriotism and drawing a par- 
allel between their struggles and ihe 
struggles of the American patriots of 
revolutionary times. 

The Rev. Father Gilfillan spoke in a 
more conservative vein. He said he 
feared, from what Ryan had said, that 
the meeting might take one direction 
alone. He counseled moderation, so as 
not to disaffect sympathizers with John 
Redmond, the Irish parliamentary leader, 
and Americans of Irish descent who are 
not in complete sympathy with the revo- 
lutionists.

NEW YORK, May 4,—Mrs. Kathryn 


M. Stanton, whose husband, M. McMil-! 


lan Stanton, is treasurer of the Wolver- 
ine Copper Mining Co. and other Mich- 
igan corporations capitalized at millions 
of dollars, said in her summer home at 
Whitestone, L. I., she has aided per- 
sonally and financially in the perfec- 
tion of a war gun which: 

1. Has been tested in model form with 
marvelous results by Generals in the 
United States army. 

2. Uses no powder, chemicals or 
springs for its discharge. 

8. Has an effective range of seven or 
eight miles. 

4. Shoots out eggs or glass balls with- 
cut breaking them in the discharge. 

5. Shoots out 50 balls instantly or one 
ball ever hour. 

6. Can wreck 
aeroplanes. 

7. Has no barrel. 

8. Can be operated by one woman.’ 

9. Can plant 50 balls within a radius of 
six feet at a range of a mile and a 
half, as was actually done with a 
fmaller model at Fort Hamilton and 
Sandy Hook. 

10. Can be placed on the grass and 
fired without recoil. 

ll. Weigh about 300 pounte:. 

12. Can be duplicated simply, quickly 
and comparatively inexpensively. 

13. Hurls missiles from a flat surface. 

14. May drive other sorts of guns out 
of existence. 

15. Is named by its inniiine 
Beautiful Kathryn.”’ 

Old Inventor's ltdea. 

“Someone brought an old inventor to 
me,” said Mrs. Stanton. “He had 
known more prosperous days but be- 
cause since the war his royalties from 
inventions he sold in Germany had been 
cut off he was unable to finance his 
idea of the gun. He is a well-known 
inventor, a naturalized citizen who 
hates notoriety. His first stipulation 
was that the United States should have 
the refusa! of the invention, which is 
patented. 

“I rented a smal! machine shop in 
New York and hired a few mechanics. 
1 watched the gun grow from day to 
day. 

“When the model was finished tests 
were made at Sandy’ Hook and else 
where. We expect to have the new 
gun ready next week, when the Gov- 
ernment will test it.’’

Senator Reed, in his letter, says: 

“T always want the unbiased views of 
the patriotic citizens of our good State. 

“When letters or telegrams are the 
spontaneous expression of the _ senti- 
ments of the citizens they are entitled 
to. great weight. When. floods of tele- 
grams or letters are forwarded in pur- 
suance of a propaganda and when the 
telegrams are paid for from some secret 
fund, they generally produce a result 
exactly the opposite of that which was 
intended. 

“T think there is but one sentiment 
in Congress and, speaking broadly, but 
one in the country, namely, that the na- 
tional peace should be preserved if that 
can be done in a manner consistent with 
the nation’s honor, but that the nation’s 
honor must at all hazards be kept un- 
tarnished. 

“TI believe this will be the attitude of 
all departments of the Government and 
that Congress will as loyally sustain 
the position as the most patriotic of our 
citizens could desire.’’ 

Congressman Dyer, in his reply, wrote: 
“T note what you say with reference to 
this country going to war, etc. I agree 
fully with you in that we do not want 
war, unless there is .justification for 
same. At the present time, the justifica- 
tion, in my judgment, does not exist, un- 
less it be with reference to Mexico. {1 
thall do my best to maintain peace, and 
an honorable one at that.’’

There was a time when we thought the Busi- 
ness Men’s League too narrow—too much devoted 
to commercial and manufacturing interests, some- 
times to special business interests—to exercise 
the best influence for the general welfare of the 
community. But the league has grown in mem- 
bership; it has widened its scope of vision and 
broadened its field of activity. This increasing 
breadth of view and labor is due largely to in- 
creasing membership, but it is due also to an 
awakened and enlarged civic consciousness, to 
the intensifying conviction that the community 
welfare is bound up with everything that affects 
and inter@tts the community. Business in its com- 
mercial sense is, of course, a fundamental con- 
cern of such an organization, because we live and 
flourish through business, but business in its larg- 
est sense—the common business of the community, 
of the municipality as a whole—is vitally im- 
portant to every resident of the city. 

The Business Men’s League and similar organi- 
zations have been timid about touching local pol- 
ities. Of course, no one wants them to touch par- 
tisan politics, but to get away from it. Municipal 
politics, however, teaches municipal business and 
nothing else. We defer too much to.city politics 
as a thing apart from city business. It is city 
business and the sooner we recognize it as that 
and nothing else the sooner we will realize effi- 
ciency in municipal government the sooner we 
will get the things necessary for the city’s welfare 


| accomplished at the city hall. 


The municipality is a corporation organized -to 
attend to the common business of the community, 
constructing its public buildings, making and 
maintaining streets and sewers, supplying ade- 
quate and cheap transportation and lighting, man- 
aging parks, playgrounds and other public inter- 
ests and public works. There is nothing political 
about it; it is all business requiring high capacity, 
integrity and industry without regard to pulls 
or political influences. For this business the city 
does not need a political legislature, but a com- 
petent board of directors and a first-class business 
manager. It needs an organized citizenship to see 
that the right men for the job are selected and that 
the work is properly done. 

Progress in democracies is accomplished mainly 
by organization. This is the democratic mode of 
getting things done by government. The organiza- 
tion informs and crystallizes public opinion and 
the government registers it. 

The bigger an organization like the Business 
Men’s League the broader and better will be its 
work; the less danger of the influences of special 
interests and the more certainty of valuable con- 
tribution to the general welfare. The league 
should have not less than 5000 members. 

If any citizen thinks the league is not doing 
what it should do for St. Louis, let him get in and 
help to improve its work. It is too strong an or- 
ganization to let alone. Reform works from the

Donaugh, signers of the republic proclamation, 
were tried by courtmartial and shot three days 
after their surrender. 

Rebellion against British authority in the de- 
sign of establishing a republic in Ireland seems, 
accordingly, to be a much more serious offense 
than rebellion against British authority in South 
Africa in the design of re-establishing the Boer 
republics. 

The uprising in South Africa took place less 
than three months after the great war started. It 
was likewise a result of German planning in part

tive in Northern Cape Colony. His example was 
followed after a short delay by Gen. Christian 
De Wet, Gen, F. C. Beyers and other representa- 
tive citizens in the former Orange Free State and 
the Transvaal. 

As in Ireland, the movement, though joined by 
considerable numbers of armed men, did not have 
the approval of the great majority of the people. 
By the last of November De Wet and other lead- 
ers had been captured. Here the parallel between 
the two rebellions, almost complete up to this 
time, ends. 

De Wet was not brought to trial until June. He 
was found guilty of treason on eight counts and 
sentenced to six years’ imprisonment and $10,000 
fine. On Dec. 20 following, he and 118 other high 
treason prisoners were pardoned. Hundreds of 
others, with an important part in the rebellion, 
incurred no penalty whatever. 
ticipant was executed. 

Leniency was shown the South African leaders 
with a view to conciliating the discontented. Was 
it a mistake? It does not appear so from the 
solidarity South Africa has since shown in the 
British interest. If it was not a mistake, was the 
summary vengeance executed on the Irish leaders 
wise? 

Ireland is much nearer England. Success there 
would have’ been more serious, though a block- 
ade by the fleet would have rendered it impotent 
to affect the main issues of the war. Unquestion- 
ably the swift executions are approved by pow- 
erful elements in England which would have de- 
nounced leniency as paltering. But the hanging 
of Robert Emmet in 1808-had the approval of the 
same element. The condition of the nation, of 
course, beihg serious, naturally affects public 
opinion. 

The effect of adding four more names to the 
list of Emmets depends on the further policy. If

The First American Novelist. 


HE first American novelist to tak> 
7 up literature as a profession and 

a means of livelihood—the pioneer 
—was Charles Brookden Brown, who 
died 106 years ago, at the age of 5). 
Brown was a native of Philadelphia, 
and his ancestors were Quakers, who 
came over with William Penn. He 
studied law, but abandoned that profes- 
sion for literature. ‘‘Wieland,”’ his first 
novel, was published in 1798, and was 
followed the next year by “Ormond.” 
Both novels were successful, and, al- 
though they now seem rather crude, 
they stood as the best American fiction 
up to Cooper. 

“Edgar Huntley;,/The Adventures of a 
Sleepwalker,” was his next novel, and 
it was followed by “Clara Howard,” 
“Jane Talbot’’ and other tales. Brown 
died of consumption, and, although his 
literary career covered only 18 years,

He took umbrage at the decision ren- 
dered against him, but he will receive 
little consolation from anyone who saw 
the bout and will tell him the truth. 

For the past two years White has 
been going back. His record is no loneg- 
er printed in the current sport annuals, 
and has not been used by any of the 
publishers since 1913. When he came 
to St. Louis he was asked what his 
record had been for the past vear and 
a half, but he pleaded forgetfulness and 
failed to produce it.

“IT do not like the new course, nor do 
any of the other runners,’’ said For- 
shaw ‘this morning ‘The only way to 
run a marathon is from one given point 
to another. I have run them both ways 


and I know. Not only will the new 
course dampen the enthusiasm of the 
runners, but also of the spectators. 

“Under the course mapped out for the 
race next Saturday, the runners will 
have to travel about 14 miles‘on paved 
streets, while there will be only ll on 
the country roads. This will make it 
a hard trial for the runners and, as far 
as Il am concerned, I do not like it, al- 
though I will not be competing. 

‘Then there will not be the same en- 
thusiasm. It’s hard on a runner to go 
to the half-way mark and then come 
back. He gets there and is pretty well 
tired out and then to have to do the 
same thing all over again is a pretty 
tough job. 


Freeburg Course Best. 


“When we staged the event over the 
old Freeburg course, we had the great- 


est number of entries and the people 
who really liked the game turned out 
to see the runners. Edgemont, Belle- 
ville and all the other small! cities along 
the line turned out to cheer us. It was 
the same with the Gumbo course, which 
Was given up only this season and also 
in the one event run over the Normandy 
course. 

‘‘Members of the club in former years 
made it an all-day outing.

Forshaw Defeated Hatch. 


After finishing second to Forshaw in
